More nurses arrived today, 
and ten will reach camp ready to take 
the places -of those* overworked, and 
all 'that are needed are here. There are 
three male and three female nurses in 
eaioh ward during: the day time and two 
on duty' at night. When the Eighth 
Ohio was landed nearly 800 reported 
sick and were sent to the hospital, tout 
It developed that 170 o£ the "sick" men 
were only suffering from hunger. 


When these men were fed they were 


able to leave the hospital: They re- 
peated stories of hardships, encountered 
oomln-g up .from Cuba, and said It 'was 
almost Impossible Tor them to get food. 
One hundred and -fifty men in the gen- 
eral 'hospital were allowed to go on 
sixty days' furloughs today, as they 
had improved.
